Finding the multi-conductor cable with the black 

rubber coating for the big "PL-" (or Navy equiv.) style 
connectors is tough. If you do have some old stuff 
around the insulation and cover is usually questionable. 
So individual wires in some kind of tubing 

seems a better idea. 


I was in Home Depot awhile back and, in the plumbing 
area, saw some black vinyl hose you can purchase by 

the foot. It came in two sizes and one was the right size 
to fit the backshells of many of these plugs. 

Mike Hanz had kindly put me on to using braid-armored 
plumbing hose to simulate 1930s Army Air Corps 
installations, so the idea of haunting the plumbing isle 
wasn't original with me, but getting vinyl to adhere 

to the connectors was a challenge. 

I used the vinyl tubing for the 287 display cables 

at HamCom, but the attempt then ("Shoe Goo" and 

metal inserts into the vinyl to provide a grip for it) 
was unsuccessful. The tubing is just "friction fit;" 
adequate for display if you don't move the set around. 
Since that time I've come up with something 

that works much better.

I first clean and roughen the inside of the connector backshell 
barrel and the end of the vinyl pipe with some sandpaper. 

Next, I coat both surfaces with some black "GC Liquid Tape" 
http://www. hmcelectronics.com/product/GC-Electronics/10-1762 

and fit the two parts together, rotate them to assure a good coat 
and wipe away the excess. I pulled them apart and allowed 

the Liquid Tape to dry for several hours. I then gave the tubing 
end another coat of Liquid Tape, inserted it into the connector 
and wiped away the excess (don't forget the excess on the inside). 
Allowed to dry over night. 


The result was a fairly good bond, easily adequate for our 
purposes. I wouldn't try to tow a car with it; I'm sure I could 
pull it apart with some effort, but it holds together just fine 
for what we're doing. Now to re-do all my 287 cables :-P

You are correct. The power input plate says, "50-60 cps or 400 cps." The 
power transformer would actually need less iron and therefore be smaller for 
400 Hz alone but most any 60 Hz power transformer will make it to 400 Hz 
without too much additional loss. The power transformer may have lower loss 
laminations to maintain efficiency at 400 Hz. The silicon rectifiers may 
also be faster recovery types for the same reason. I'll compare power 
supplies to see if there are any discernable differences. I actually have a 
400 Hz power supply that I've never powered up. Hmmmmm...

I've never noticed a "leaking" effect with early transistors, Dave. I have a 
bunch of old Ge (e.g., 2N404) transistors (e.g., 2N404) that test fine, and 
on my early solid state receivers, e.g., HRO500 and a 1955 vintage Regency 
TR1, I've not seen any problem. Most of the early transistors seemed to use 
high quality glass-metal seals on the packaging, as opposed to the plastic 
packaging of most modern devices, and that seems to have held up well. That 
said, I have noticed that the back resistance of old Ge diodes is often 
rather low (e.g., 20K ohms or so), but I've always assumed that was just 
they way they were when manufactured. There's no question that 
manufacturing tolerances for solid state devices, as well as their quality, 
have improved over the years. Early FETs in particular always struck me a 
very susceptible to burnout, especially by static electricity.

Well now, older rotators don't have any filamentarian devices except for...pilot 
lights!? So they qualify for this list. 


I have some CDE heavy duty ham type rotators, e.g. CD-45II, Ham M-IV, etc. and 
associated control boxes from about 30 years ago according to their date stamps.? 
I never used them, they've been warming my shelf for years. 


The control boxes all look quite alike (meter on front, separate turn & brake 
controls) as do the actual rotators (large bell-shaped things) . 

The rotators were known to work ok (they'd been refurbished according to the guy I 
bought ‘em from) .? 


Yet I couldn't get any to turn with any of three allegedly ok control boxes!? Bah 
humbug. 


So I did resistance cks on the boxes and rotators; also voltage checks on the 
controllers, all AOK. 


My final step (what else was there to do?) was to put the motor run on my Sprague 
TO-6 cap checker.? It showed all three motor caps with correct capacitance and 


power factor.? They were all rated at 140 uF @ 40 VAC. 


Now these motor-run caps are labeled as "AC" caps & have an AC voltage rating 


rather than DC.? I assume they're actually bipolar (non-polarized) caps that've 
been beefed up for AC motor service. 


I then checked 'em for leakage current using DC at their AC ratings--aha!? They 
were all rather unformed; leakage current was high but then quickly declined to 
Q@.3 mA.? Then, as they're bipolar, I reversed the applied DC voltage & let ‘em 
reform in the other direction, same results. 


Put back in their controllers, all three now easily turned both rotators in both 
directions with what felt like full speed & torque. 


I shall remember this!
